American exports broke all rec­ 
ords in Angust. 
For the first time 


in the history of this, or any other 
nation, the total value of exports for 
one month amounted to $510,000.- 
000. 
The exports for the year end­ 
ing August. 1916, 
totalled $4,750.- 
000.OOO. For the same period im­ 
ports were $2,300,000,000. 
According to a school of political 
economy which prevailed just before 
the French 
revolution that nation 
which could sell the most and buy 
the least was the richest.* Then it 
occurred to someone that the food, 
clothing and other things that were 
shipped out w^ere just as valuable as 
the gold that was shipped in. 
But there is a difference. 
The 
goods that are shipped out are the 
product of labor. The gold that is 
shipped back flows into the vaults of 
capitalists. 
Every 
new 
million in 
gold or securities that comes to these 
shores brings additional power to the 
small class of capitalists that own 
and rule America. 
If we could follow these exports 
from the shop and the farm where 
they are created, and watch their 
transformation into gold and their 
return to this country we w'ould find 
that the workers of America had 
taken over $2,000,000,000 from their 
product of the last twelve months and 
placed it in the hands of a handful of 
already powerful capitalists. 
These two billions will now be re* 
invested and. for as many generations 
as American laborers 
are 
foolish 
enough to keep up a system of pri­ 
vately owned industry, they will con­ 
tinue 
to extract tribute from the 
workers of this country.
